Anisomycin is produced by fermentation of Streptomyces 
griseolus ATCC 11796 or 

chemical synthesis. Pref . dose of anisomycin for viral 
diseases is 1-1/10 

times that for protozoa, i.e., 0.5-10 micro. g/ml or 0.5-25 
mg/kg. Pref. 

administration is by local application (external) , but 
injection, inhalation 

and oral admin, are possible. Anisomycin is effective for 
DNA virus such as 

Herpesviridae, Poxviridae and Adenoviridae and RNA virus such 
as 
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Pagamyxoviridae, Orthomyxoviridae, Rhabdoviridae, Tagaviridae 
and Retroviridae . 

LD50 value for rate is 167 mg/kg (i.v.) and 72 mg/kg (p.o.). 

USE / ADVANTAGE - Anisomycin is used as an antiprotozoal drug 
and is commercially 

available as 1 'Flagecidin' 1 . Active for both DNA and RNA 
viruses. This 

antiviral medicine has little side effects. 
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ABSTRACT : 

PURPOSE: To obtain the titled treating agent, containing 
anisomycin or a salt thereof as an active ingredient and having 
antiviral action on both DNA viruses and RNA viruses. 

CONSTITUTION: A treating agent containing anisomycin [3-acetoxy-4- 
hydroxy-2- (p-methoxybenzyl) pyrrolidine] expressed by the formula or a 
salt thereof as an active ingredient. The dose of the above-mentioned 
active ingredient is 0 . 25 — lOO^g/ml , preferably 0 . 5 — 10/xg/ml or 
0 . 2 — 2 00mg/kg, preferably 0 . 5 ~~2 5mg/kg . Object viruses include DNA 
viruses of the families Herpesviridae , Poxviridae, e.g. smallpox, 
Adenoviridaes, etc., RNA viruses of the families Togaviridae, e.g. 
Japanese encephalitis, Paramyxoviridae, e.g. parotitis, Retroviride, 
e.g. acquired immunodeficiency syndrome (AIDS), etc. 
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
